Flow to buy during November

November is a month of cloth- 
ing sales, especially of women’s 
coats and dresses. Also this 
month, you'll find cut price sales 
of blankets and piece goods. 

If you're considering home 
improvement, note that lumber 
prices, especially plywood, took 
another sharp drop recently and 
are at their lowest in two years. 

Although leather prices have 
tumbled 16 per cent this past 
year, shoe prices actually are 
higher than a year ago. 

This department particularly 
recommends checking the No- 
vember clothing sales for pos- 
sible Christmas gifts. Clothing 
items are reasonably priced this 
year and are taking a new tum- 
ble due to heavy production of 
fabrics. 

You'll get better buys at sales 
in advance of the gift season, 
rather than in December, when 
stores maintain their prices. 
Spreading ‘out your Christmas 


shopping will avoid going into! 


debt, with resultant extra fi- 
nance charges. 

Here are tips on November 
buying opportunities: 

COATS: One useful new de- 
velopment is foam lined coats. 
These coats are lined with a 
thin plastic foam bonded right 
to the fabric. This provides 
warmth with light weight and 
adds wrinke resistance to the 
outer fabric. The new lining is 
being used to make raincoats 
warm enough to wear in coid 
weather and overcoats as light in 
weight as Spring topcoats. 

Their prices are reasonable. 
Women’s coats of wool and Orlon 
acrylic knit jersey bonded to 
plastic foam are available for 
$30-$35. 

DRESSES, SKIRTS: In other 
cold weather clothing, synthetic 
“acrylic” fibers (often sold under 
such brand names as Orlon, 
Creslan and Zefran) are being 
blended with wool to provide 
some of the best features of each 
fiber. 

Just as the blend of 65 per 


wool,’ are becoming a standard 
blend for warm clothing for 
women and children. 


For example, dresses of 80 per 
cent acrylic and 20 per cent wool 
are widely ayailable this year 
under $15. Schoolgirls’ skirts in 
such blends are available for 
$4-$5. 

Another important advance in 
clothing is garments treated 
with stain repelling finishes. 
Among leading finishes of this 
type are “Scotchgard” and “Syl- 
Mer.” Such finishes cause spills 
from food, coffee, water, etc., to 
stay on the surface of the fabric. 
Thus, they can be blotted off 
and don’t stain or spot your 
clothing. Moderate price dresses 
and skirts now are available 
with such finishes.

Your mechanic may ask you

Federal authorities have closed 
down the last Hoxey cancer 
clinic. 

George P. Larrick, U. S. Food 
and Drug commisioner, esti-

Pay raises totalling $5 for drug 
clerks and $12 for pharmacists 
are provided in a _. tentative 
agreement between Food Clerks 
870 and Alameda County drug 
stores. 


The settlement, which pre- 
vented a strike in the industry, 
was approved by union members 
involved last week and was 
scheduled to be ratified by em- 
ployers this Thursday, according 
to Charles Jones, Local $870 
president. 


The two-year contract will 
give clerks $2 more and phar- 
macists $6 more per week retro- 
active to Sept. 1. On Sept. 1, 
1961 clerks will get an additional

Berkeley, the only political 
Subdivision in the East Bay 
which failed to give its employees 
a raise this year, may be having 
a change of heart. 

Its city council voted to re- 
consider last week. Since there 
were only five out of nine coun- 
cilmen and women present, how- 
ever, the matter was postponed 
until the “fullest possible” coun- 
cil can be there. 

The next meeting of the coun- 
cil was scheduled for this week. 

Earlier this year, the council 
had denied blanket increases. 

Since then, according to Rich- 
ard Liebes, research director for 
East Bay Municipal Employees 
390, every other city and district 
in the area has granted pay 
increases. 

He also reminded councilmen 
that city revenues were above 
estimates, and that the city can 
afford a five per cent raise for 
all non-uniformed employees. 

M. A. Walters, assistant busi- 
ness manager for Electrical 
Workers 1245, (IBEW), said: 

“In the three months since 
city electrical workers were 
denied a pay raise, one-half of 
them have either taken jobs 
elsewhere or are now making 
arrangements to leave the city’s 
payroll.” 

Councilman Arthur Harris, 
who supported the raise earlier 
this year, continued his backing 
of the unions. But he said raises 
should not be retroactive. 

Police and firemen received a 
2144 per cent raise when the 
budget was adopted but may get 
another 214 per cent, if the 5 
per cent for non-uniformed 
workers passes.

Proposition 15 is a Southern California attempt to pack | 
the State Senate in violation of the strong ‘federal system 
tradition in our State Legislature. It would remove the districts | 


of several liberal Northern California senators. 

In addition, we could expect many state offices and jobs 
to gravitate to Southern California with destruction of the 
north-south balance of power in our state government.

WHAT KIND OF . 
MAN IS THIS 
‘TRICKY DICK’ 


While in Hawaii last month,. 


the Republican presidential can- 
didate, “Tricky Dicky” Nixon, ’ 
met secretly with Jack Hall, 
regional director of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union. The 
ILWU, of course, was kicked out 
of the CIO seven years ago be- 
cause its leadership, headed by 
Harry Bridges, was dominated 
r-by Communists. 


Just last month, according to 
the Cuban press, three ILWU 
delegates signed a manifesto in 
Havana declaring that the Long- 
shoremen are willing “to give 
our lives to defend the Cuban — 
revolution.” The U. S. has de- 
nounced the Cuban government 
under Castro as being in league © 
with the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China. 


In a front-page story of the 
meeting of Nixon and Hall, The’ 
New York Times reported that 
they met “in the dark under a 
big-leafed tropical tree’ in a 
Honolulu park. The Times re- . 
ported that Hall handed Nixon 
a folded sheet of paper with 
written demands on which, he 
said, hinged the delivery of 
25,000 to 30,000 Hawaiian union 
votes. Nixon said he would study 
the demands and asked Hall a 
question about the ILWU’s in- 
fluence in the islands. Neither 
;Nixon nor Hall has revealed 
what the demands were. 


In a Labor Day address, Hall 
came out flat-footedly for Nixon 
for President—COPE.

In July, 1952, Richard Nixon 
told an interviewer that he had 
no other source of income except 
his salary as a senator. Barely 
two months later the _ story 
; broke of how, over the previous 
two years, a “millionaires’ club” 
of California oilmen, real estate 
|Operators, bankers and indus- 
|trialists had furnished Senator 
Nixon with $18,235 as a personal 
political fund. 


Nixon at first denounced this 

story aS a Communist smear. 
When the facts were confirmed, 
he took to the airwaves in an 
emotional telecast—and even 
‘used his friendship with Sher- 
‘man Adams as symbol of his 
,integrity! Seeming to speak 
| straight from the heart, without 
a script, Nixon painted himself 
as a poor and honest man who 
needed this extra money for 
political expenses between cam- 
| paigns. 
Three years later, in Septem- 
| ber 1955, Nixon spoke to a group 
;Of New York television execu- 
tives. He told them how he had 
rehearsed the famous 1952 tele- 
cast for two days beforehand, 
with a skilled advertising man 
to coach him, so as to create 
that “efficient ‘off-the-cuff’ ap- 
pearance.”—COPE.

In his first campaign for Con- 
gress in 1946, Nixon opposed a 
progressive Democrat, Congress- 
man Jerry Voorhis. Nixon tried 
to identify Voorhis with the CIO 
Political Action Committee and 
pro-Communism. He used the 
slogan, “A vote for Nixon is a 
vote against ... the PAC and its 
|Communist principles.” 


Just before the election many 
voters in the California district 
received phone calls from people 
who said: “This is a friend of 
yours. I just want you to know 
| that Jerry Voorhis is a Commun- 
ist.” Then the anonymous caller 
would hang up. 


With these tactics, Nixon 
,Swept into Cong.ess. Actually 
_Voorhis was anti-Communist, the 
i\Communists themselves de- 
nounced him and he was not 


/even endorsed by the CIO-PAC. 


In 1950 Nixon ran for the 
Senate against Democrat Helen 
Gahagan Douglas, waging a 
campaign that the Los Angeles 
Daily News called “the dirtiest 
in atate history.”—Laboe.
